JOY: RIDERS IN JAIL 


Cambridge Youths Come to Grief When 
Stolen Automobile Crashes Into 
Electric Light Standard 


A wild joy ride in a stolen car taken by 
three seventeen-year-old boys ended at the 
Andover lock-up Saturday night when 
serious charges were lodged against them 
after they had risked their lives by an at- 
tempt to escape by jumping from the machine 
as it traveled a6 a high rate of speed along 
Main street. 

Two of the boys, William Baker of 7 
Hilliard place, Cambridge, and Norman Ray 
Watson of 391 Beacon street, Boston, were 
taken to Cambridge Monday morning to 
answer the charge of stealing the automobile 
of Warren McPherson of 403 Strathcona hall, 
Cambridge.. The third boy, Joseph Lovejoy 
of 18 Cole street, Cambridge, appeared in 
Andover police court Monday morning, 
charged with carrying a loaded revolver. 
His case was continued in $300 bonds until 
next Monday. He was then taken to Cam- 
bridge to answer to the charge of stealing an 
automobile. 

State Officer John F. Sullivan was patrol- 
ling the Andover-Reading road about 11:30 
Saturday night when he noticed a machine 
coming toward him with but one headlight. 
He ordered the car to stop and inquired for 
the driver’s license, which, after a search, the 
young man said he had left at home. This 
occurred ata point near the Andover-Reading 
line, and Officer Sullivan ordered the young 
men to proceed to the Andover police 
so accompanying them on his motor- 
cycle. 

The driver turned down Bartlet street and 
into Park street, stepping on the gas as he 
passed the police station and turning back 
onto Main street toward Reading. At this 
point, the three boys leaped from the car 
which ran into an electric light standard, 
snapping it off short. 

Sullivan captured Lovejoy and took 
him to the police station. Watson and 
Baker were found about two hours later 
hiking along the Reading road near the 
residence of Joseph L. Burns. The officer 
called to them to stop but they ran instead. 
Two shots were fired into the air before they 
came to a standstill. 

The automobile, a 1919 Cadillac, was only 
slightly damaged and was taken to the 
station of the state constabulary in Reading.

BAD BOY NOT ALWAYS BAD 


Principal Alfred E. Stearns Makes Plea 
for Him Before Members of Yale 
Club in Boston 


With a plea for the American “bad boy;” 
Dr. Alfred E. Stearns; principal of Phillips 
Andover ‘academy, argued Tuesday. evening 
in an address before 150 members of the Yale 
club of Boston, at a banquet in the Boston 
City club, that education, in adopting new 
ways must not forget the best things in its 
own traditions. 

“One of the principals of oné of these new 
schools in the mid west,’’ said Dr. Stearns, 
“sent a boy to me with a letter of recom- 
mendation. ,He said the boy was good 
morally and promising intellectually. The 
principal wrote me that he had racked his 
mind to try and find out something in that 
boy which needed correction, and all he 
could think of was that the boy cocked his 
head on one side and had a slight hesitancy 
of speech. ‘ 

“When I got that letter,” said Dr. Stearns, 
“my first hasty thought was that the first 
thing I would do with that boy would be to 
make him a human being. Radical measures 
would be needed for a boy whose only failings 
were ‘a slight hesitancy of speech and a 
tendency to cock his head on one side.’ 

“Recently some of my graduates told me 
a story of one of my pupils at Andover, 
This boy, who is supposed to be in bed at 

0 every night, came back one night at 11. 
From hiding in the bushes, he saw an in- 
structor’s light on in a room he would have 
to pass. The boy waited an hour for the 
instructor’s light to go out, but in vain. The 
instructor continued to study. 

“The boy finally sneaked around. found 
an open cellar window, climbed in, and took 
off his clothes all but his underwear. A few 
minutes later, the instructor heard footsteps 
in the hall. He saw, groping about in the 
hall, and in his underwear, the boy who had 
just come up from the cellar, The instructor, 
wishing to be helpful, ran to the boy and 
shook him. The boy blinked, opened his 
eyes. ‘I must have been walking in my 
sleep’, he said. The instructor, still wishing 
to, be helpful, escorted him upstairs to béd

The instruction is 
thorough and is given by members of the 
regular teaching statf assisted, if extra help 
is needed, by instructors and lecturers from 
outside.

For 
women especially there are courses in foods, 
‘Clothing, millinery, home nursing, and the 
business management of the household. 
Many women combine courses in homemak- 
ing such as millinery or nursing with such agri- 
cultural courses as fruit growing and poultry 
raising. 

Special courses in dairy manufactures have 
been organized for managers and workers in 
milk plants and ice cream factories, and 
some of these courses are also taken by men 
and women from farms where dairying is a 
leading enterprise. They cover the testing 
and handling of milk, and the aking of 
butter, soft cheese, and ico/ Cream.

Comply With the Massachusetts Apple 
4 jrading Law : 

All. apples in closed packages, packed or 
repacked in Massachusetts and intended for 
ale either within or without the state are 
required to be graded and branded to con- 
form to the Massachusetts Apple Grading 
Law. 

Inspectors of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Division of Markets, are present 
from time to time in the markets of the 
State and are also making inspections at 
important shipping points and steamship 
docks. 

These inspectors are required to make full 

reports to the department on all infringe- 
ments of the law. Action may be then taken 
according to the seriousness of the offence 
committed. 
The Law was enacted in 1915 at the 
instigation of the fruit growers. Along with} 
its enforcement a great deal of educationa! 
work has been done to inform growers, 
packers and handlers of apples as to “its re- 
quirements. ~

Valuation and Taxation 


Systems of taxation have been so 
much a bone of contention among 
politicians and statesmen the last few 
years, organizations for the single tax, 
the road tax, and fifty or one hundred 
other taxes are becoming so prevalent; 
with each proponent of his system 
claiming to be able to provide equal 
distribution of burden and -ample 
funds for maintenance of government, 
that William Feather’s remarks on the 
subject of taxation cannot fail to be 
apropos. More especially, since he 
compares the questions of gasoline and 
real estate taxes, are they applicable to 
Andover’s situation, where over -$200,- 
000 has been spent for road improve- 
ment in the last two years. 


Mr. Feather quotes a_ gentleman 
of his acquaintance who happens to live 
in the state of eternal sunshine and 
efficient publicity. California in the 
last ten years has sent for road improve- 
ment about $60.00 for every automobile 
in the state, and there are more than a 
million of them. Mr. Feather’s. friend 
proposes a tax on gasoline high enough 
to “retire all road bonds now out- 
standing, and to provide for the con- 
struc tion of all new highways. 

“In support of his contention he 
states: ‘I drive an Essex Cab, using 
32 x 4 best cord tires, costing about 
$160.00 a set: I drive from California 
to Montana oyer all ‘kinds of roads. 
Over unimproved roads. the best service 
experienced has been about 8,000 miles 
for the set.. Another Essex car on 
improved highways has a set now in-use 


that has run- 24,000 miles without 
retreading. - Call the two records 
10,000 and 20,000 miles instead of 


8,000 and 24,090. Both cars will run 
about 20,000 miles a year. Here is a 
clear actual saving of $160.00 per car 
on tires alone for the car using the 
improved highways.’” 

The man who considers the situation 
carefully will agree with Mr. Feather 
that as a demonstration of the value of 
good roads, the above facts are inter- 
esting. As an argument for a tax on 
gasoline, “they, are pure sophistry. 

Let us illustrate from an example of 
local valuation. There are two pieces 
of land in outlyirs sections of the town. 
Both of them ae approximately the 
same distance from the square. The 
first parcel is slightly over 50 acres, is 
good pasture land, but not suitable for 
any other farm purpose. The second 
parcel is well developed land, part of 
it good orchards, and the balance 
devoted to the raising of truck garden 


First Meeting of South Church Men’s 
Club 


“A New Idealism’, one that would no tbe 
far removed from the real facts of life, one 
that would teach men to be brothers and 
nations to be pveighbors, was the theme of 
Rev. E. J. Prescott’s talk at the South 
Church Men’s club last Friday evening. 

Mr. Prescott is pastor of the North Parish 
church in North Andover, and he spoke of 
the development of ideals during the past 
few years. He told how, while some people 
regard the automobile as a menace, it has 
brought persons into closer contact with each 
other, and they are more willing to help each 
other, because of their knowledge of their 
neighbor’s condition. He also said that the 
inventions of the day were bringing nations 
closer together into ‘a neighborhood com- 
munity. 

Mr. Prescott suggested .that to help out 
these ideals, Americans get in closer touch 
with the foreign-born persons who come to 
this country. He recommended 
them not to uplift them, or just for social 
service, but to learn their ways and ideals, 
| and see if it were not true that they are not 
dissimilar to our own. There is also an op- 
portunity to learn many things. from our 
foreign brothers, while giving them a knowl- 
ledge of our ideals and customs. 

Following Mr. Prescott’s talk which was 
enjoyed by about 40 members and friends 
of the club, refreshments of coffee, dough- 
nuts and sweet cider were served.

The 
first piece of land is reached from An- 
dover square by a broad, macadam 
highway. The road to the second 
plece is rough, stony, full of holes and 
very hilly. If the road to the second 
piece of land had been as good as the 
road to the first piece, our assessors 
would. not have hesitated to increase 
the valuation. It is thé same with other 
improvements, whether they are gas 
lines, water pipes, or electric light wires. 
The amount of money which the town, 
city or state expends for various im- 
provements, is reflected in the valuation 
of the property, and it is the determina- 
tion of the value of these various im- 
provements which constitutes the chief 
difficulty of the town assessors, 

Mr. Feather, by his remarks, puts 
himself in the class of ‘‘single tax” 
supporters, to. some extent,, but he 
wisely refrains from making any re- 
marks on the subjéct of other methods 
of-taxation. The answer to ptactically

is that the success of the system depends 
entirely upon the wiseness with which 
the valuation is made. 

Andover’s assessors have invariably 
acted wisely and well in this respect, 
the valuations of the past year being 
no exception “to the general rule. 
Sometime, it is to be hoped in the near 
future, the state will offer a plan to the 
cities and townships, which will tend 
greatly to standardize methods of 
assessment. A_ legislalive committee 
has been considering the question for 
some months, and aidec by the results 
of experiments: made in Cambridge, 
New York City, and several cities in the 
East, they are approaching the forma- 
tion of a workable scheme which will to 
some extent relieve the fissessors of the 
responsibility which they must now 
shoulder. When such a scheme is put 
in use, and has been found practical as 
an unbiased method of determining 
values, a method which will distribute 
the burden equally not only in a town, 
but throughout a state or nation, then 
and then only can the proponents of the 
single tax feel wholly justified in urging 
their system for universal adoption.

All growers of corn should be familiar with 
the new state law regarding the disposition 
of corn stalks and stubble in connection with 
the Suppression of the European Corn 
Borer. ‘This law was passed last spring and 
met with the approval of various farm or- 
ganizations which realize the importance of 
some drastic action in order to check the 
ravages of this Ret 

Chapter 147) 

An Act Relative to the disposition of Gorn 
Stalks and Corn Stubble in Connection with 
the Suppression of the European Corn 
Borer. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 31A. In any town or part thereof 
in which an order issued under the preceding 
section in connection with the suppression of 
the European Corn Borer shall be in effect, 
every person in possession of land on which 
corn of any kind has been grown, shall, not 
later than December first of the year of its 
growth, plow, or cause to be plowed the field 
in which it was grown, so as to bury the 
stubble to a depth of at least six inches, or 
pull up said stubble or cause it to’be pulled 
up and destroy it, or cause it to be destroyed, 


possession cort¥ stalks shall, not later than 
April tenth of the year following that of their 
growth, completely dispose of such ¢orn 
stalks by using them as fodder‘or by burning 
Whoever violates any provision of 
this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty-five nor more than five 
hundred dollars.

Roosevelt House is Now Completed 

Roosévelt House; at 28 East Twentieth 
street, New York City, stands completed. 
The work of moving into it the historical 
furnishings and collections has begun, ahd 
on Oct. 27, the anniversary of Theodore 
Roosevelt’s birth; the “building willbe 
dedicated by the Women’s Roosevelt Me- 
morial association as an enduring memorial 
and museum of Americanism. 

Hundreds of notable men and women have 
signified desire to participate in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies, of which a tribute by 
President Coolidge is to be a leading featute. 
Following the dedication the building will be 
opened to the public 

Shortly after Colonel Roosevelt’s death, 
Jan. 6, 1919, the Women’s Roosevelt Me- 
morial association was formed for the 
purpose of raising a memorial which would 
be not only lasting but appropriate. The 
association has restored the house in which 
Theodore Roosevelt was born Oct. 27, 1858. 
It has been made fireproof, and a space has 
been added for libraries and a museum to: 
hold the Roosevelt collections, as well as for 
meeting rooms. The cornerstone of the

| rally that month Calvin Coolidge, then Vice 


President-elect, praised the project. 

The three-story and basement brown- 
stone front reproduces in exact detail the old 
residence in which the Roosevelts lived from 
1854 until 1874, Additional space was ob- 
tained which permitted the erection of wing 
walls and a subordinated addition which set 
the building out from the surrounding 
business buildings of the block. There also 
was added a fourth story, not visible from 
the street, enclosing a little theater which 
can be used for motion pictures and lectures. 
Theodore Pope, the architect, had the co- 
operation of Colonel Roosevelt's sisters, Mrs. 
William Sheffield Cowles and Mrs. Douglas 
Robinson, in planning the restoration’ of 
Roosevelt House.

To The Editor: 

I must object to some of Mr. Frost’s 
statements: in his. communication in. the 
Townsman of October 19. My reasons will 
be: given in the answer to the following 
question, viz: 

“When, for instance, a corporation’ buys 
six acres of land, the major part of which is 
a swamp, that has lain unutilized since the 
day of Adam and whose average acreage has 
hitherto been assessed for .0025 a square foot, 
yielding a tax of $13 total to our town 
treasury; when such land is bought and at an 
expense of thousands and thousands of 
dollars has been filled in to a depth of eight 
to ten feet with new soil; when interlacing 
its whole’area is laid a network of water and 
sewer pipes; when on this newly-made land 
over thirty modern houses are builded that 
will yield a permanent tax of at least $3,000 
a year; when through this land new and 
up-to-date macadamized streets are builded; 


sidewalks laid and trees set out — when all 
this is done at the expense of this corporation, 
meanwhile paying to the town $3,000.00 a 
year where $13 was paid before, is it, I ask,

We are told that a corporation has no soul. 
What soul it does possess is. the result of 
force and policy, and which, through labor 
efficiency and the ability to pass the cost on 
the consumer, is considered a, wise policy. 
Generally, collective ownership has no more 
soul than a mob has reason. t j 

Mr. Frost tells us that this particular 
piece of property yielded but $13 in taxes to 
the town and after-development it will 
yield $3,000.00 in taxes. What did this 
property yield in income to the owner before 
development? Practically nothing. What 
will’ this property yield in income to the 
present owner? This is very essential, 

For the purpose of illustrating the re- 
lation of things in this proposition, let us 
assume the data for computation. 

The A. W. Co. constructs its own streets 
and sidewalks, lays water mains and service 
pipes, sewer mains and house connections, 
etc. This, of course, is added to the cost 
value of the property from which income is 
charged. Mr. Frost tells us that over thirty 
houses are built on this property. On the 
assumption that there are thirty houses and 
lots on this area, and each house and lot 
cost, on an average, $10,000.00 per lot, we 
have a #rand total of $300,000.00. This 
oroperty will yield in rents, on a 10 per cent 
hanes, $30,000.00 per year income. A tax 
rate of $30.00 per one thousand on this 
| valuation would yield in taxes $9,000.00. 
|Mr. Frost tells us that this particular 
property will bring in taxes of $3,000.00 per 
year which is, at the rate of $30.00 per 
thousand, on a valuation of only $100,000.00.: 

These sums are given for the purpose of 

illustration and\any change in the cost or 
value. will necessarily change others, but, 
will not affect the relation intended to con- | 
vey. 
Now where is the injustice of taxing this 
property according to the principles applied 
to all similar property? «And where is the 
wisdom in a policy of discrimination and 
favoritism? I would consider it an affront to 
the taxpayers of Andover for our assessors 
to adopt a policy of taxing income-bearing 
property, proportionately less than the gen- 
eral residential property, because it was be- 
ing done on a large scale.« It is policies 
such as this that create revolutions. The 
taxing power can not be abused without 
causing discontent. 

Personally, I welcome this development, 
but see no reason why we should consider it 
in any other, as a bases of taxation, than a 
distinctive business proposition.

_ Editorial 


It is strange but true that the man who 
will finance his business sensibly and care- 
fully, who will buy and.sell a house with 
acumen and wisdom, who will choose his 
bank with meticulous care and guard his 


personal financial affairs with the utmost pol 


skill, frequently throws caution to the winds 
when considering the raising and spending of 
money for roads. 

It is so pitifully easy to arrange to have 
someone else pay for a road! A bond issue 
to run fifty years puts the burden of paying 
on the men and women who come after us, 
while we use the road! This is bad enough, 
as a matter of unsound economics, but it is 
worse when the money so raised is so un- 
wisely expended as to produce a road which 
wears out long before the bonds become due. 
In such cases, and there are many of them!— 

Whe body politic finds itself in the position of 
paying for roads which no longer exist, and 
aced with the additional necessity of re- 
building the road and maintaining it, as well 
as paying the interest and finally the prin- 
cipal, on the bonds which built roads which 
wore out. 

There are cases where long term bonds are 
justified and necessary. But there are no 
cases where the expenditure of such funds is 
justified for anything less than a permanent 
road, so located, so built, so planned as to 
length, gradient, width, and location as to 
make it of service to the, people to come as 
well as those who now use it. 

It has been said that there is nothing 
permanent about any road except its loca- 
tion, but this is only true when maintenance 
is an afterthought. It is as unsound to build 
a road and let it ravel to pieces as it is to 
build a house and let it go unpainted and 
uninsured: Paint the house, insure it, re- 
pair it, and it may stand for a hundred 
years or more. Maintain the road as it is 
used, and it should last indefinitely. Only 
such roads should be: built with bond issue 
money, and only such roads should bé built 
with money derived from town or county or 
state bonds, as will serve town, county, and 
state for all time to come. 

To do otherwise is to betray the trust of 
the-helpless unborn. 


PRESIDENT HARDING FRIEND OF 
GOOD ROADS 


Believed in Federal Participation in 
Construction 


The late Warren G. Harding, President 
of the United States, thought as clearly and 
as logically upon the great question of road 
construction and improvement as he did 
upon other public questions of far-reaching 
importince. Now that death has added 
emphasis toithe words of wisdom he uttered, 
it is well to recall his prénouncement in re- 
gard to roads. In his first message to Con- 
gress, Mr. Harding said: - 

“Transportation over the highways is 


little less important (referring to the rail- 
ways), but the problems relate to construc- 
tion and development, and deserve your 
most earnest attention, because we are lay- 
ing a foundation fora long time to come, and 
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the creation is very difficult to visualize in its 
great possibilities. 

“The highways are not only feeders to the 
railroads and afford relief from their local 
burdens, they are actually lines of motor 
traffic in interstate commerce. They are the 
smaller arteries of the larger portion.of our 
commerce, and the motor car has become an 
indispensable instrument in our political, 
soci , and industrial life. 

‘There is begun a new era in highway 
construction the outlay for which runs far 
into hundreds of millions of dollars. Bond 
issues by road districts, counties, and states 
mount to enormous figures, and the country 
is facing such an outlay that it is vital that 
every effort shall be directed against wasted 
effort and unjustifiable expenditure. 

_ “The Federal Government can place no 
inhibition on the expenditure in the several 
states; but, since Congress has embarked 
upon a policy of assisting the states in high 
way improvement, wisely, I believe, it can 
assert a wholly becoming influence in shaping 


icy. 

- “With the principle of Federal participa- 
tion acceptably established, probably never 
to be abandoned, it is important to exert 
Federal influence in developing comprehen- 
sive plans looking to the promotion of com- 
merce and apply our expenditure in the 
surest way to guarantee a public return for 
money expended.” 


GOVERNMENT HAS EXPERT ROAD 
BUILDERS 


Bureau of Public Roads Performs Great 
Service 


The administration of the Federal Aid 
road acts are in the hands of the Bureau of 
Public Roads, Department of Agriculture, 
on which organization devolves the enormous 
responsibility of seeing that the millions of 
Uncle Sam’s money for aid in state road 
programs, are wisely spent upon needed 
roads, that the states contribute their 

roper proportion of the cost of such roads 
and that the roads are properly built from 
an engineering standpoint. 

This organization; which started as a 
small office attached to the Department of 

griculture, has grown to the status and 

ignity of a bureau, housed in a building by 
itself, and with a large and competent force 
of road experts. These not only look after 
the clerical details of the work, and superin- 
tend the engineering features, but in addition 
do a great deal of educational work, and 
maintain one of the best equipped and most 
scientific of testing laboratories for road 
materials in existence. 

The experimental work of the bureau has 
been of the highest value to roadmakers 
everywhere; not only the laboratory work, 
but the actual construction and testing of 
stretches of road of all kinds, in all climates, 
and in many locations. The outdoor tests 
of the speeds of automobiles with reference 
to the amount of dust raised and damage 
done to water-bond roads are classic in the 
industry, and bureau information of the 
effect of impact of loads upon roads, worked 
out according to drop of wheel, weight of 
load, and size of wheel, were fundamental in 
road construction. 

The enormous road mileage built and 
building, with the aid of the Federal Govern- 
ment, is a series of monuments to the ability, 
foresight, wise planning, and able’ adminis- 
tration of this bureau of the Department of 
Agriculture.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


The United States Government fecog- 
nizes the importance of the interstate road 
by providing in the Federal Aid act, that 
interstate roads of a mileage not to exceed 
seven per cent of the total system, may re- 
ceive Federal aid in construction. 

States recognize the importance of the 
state road, and build it, often wholly from 
state funds. Counties build their own roads 
and sometimes local roads, although many 
such are enterprises constructed by a com- 
munity of less size than the county, 

State roads and interstate roads usually 
join. Some state roads may not have good 
connections across a state line, but ds a 
general rule they do; indeed, many inter- 
state roads become truly national. in scope, 
and become known by their national name, 
as the National Old Trails Road, the Lincoln 
Highway, the Lee Highway, etc. See 

It is the argument of those who believe 
that the United States should go further 
than Federal aid, and become the original 
constructor and permanent maintainer of 
truly national roads; that, just as states 
build state roads, counties build county 
roads, and communities build local roads, so 
should the nation build the main interstate 
trunk lines; that there are roads which truly 
serve the whole nation, which should be 
built by and maintained by the whole nation, 
just as there are state roads which truly 
serve the whole state and which the states 
recognize are rightly built and maintained 
by the state. 


Souter Stars in Punchard Victory 


Johnny Souter’s dexterous hands and 
skillful right foot played an important part 
in the 9 to 0 victory Punchard high registered 
over the Essex Aggies at the Andover play- 
stead Monday afternoon.

Butler, a Methuen boy, flanking the 
Aggies’ line on the left, played a splendid 
game, starring particularly on the defensive 
with two outstanding tackles. 

It was the second game for the Aggies. 
They won their first from Manchester, Mass., 
when Connie Dreano scored a field goal for 
the only points of the game. 

The teams were to have played last 
Friday, but on account of the wet ground it 
was put over and played Monday instead of 
Wednesday as announced by Coach Eugene 
V. Lovely. 

Punchard’s win was its fourth in a row, 
Reading, Newburyport, Johnson and the 
Aggies going down before the Andover boys, 
in order. :

Mr. Stearns also had something to say on 
big questions in modern education. 

“TI don’t believe many of us realize,” he 
said, “how this tremendous demand for 
education which we are now experiencing in 
America, is prompted solely by a desire for 
material Pel superficial things. 
mand we meet were a demand-for higher 
education, we could rejoice. But I’m afraid 
we can’t. 

“After all it is but natural that people 
should, want to go to college only for the 
social position being a college man gives; 
that many should study merely that they 
roll in the shekels and make a place for 
themselves afterward. 

“Even this is a splendid thing, and if there 
is not this opportunity now, it ought to 
develop within a generation. Yet it is a 
dangerous thing, too, for it causes a general 
lowering of standards. 

“T have talked to parents and prospective 
students, and with many of them there is not 
the slightest interest in the subjects to be 
studied, but a blind conviction that a few 
years spent under cultural influences will 
develop ‘a college man.’ 

“There has grown up an idea recommend- 
ing a sort of factory, machine-made educa- 
tion. The state university, in answer to this, 
has lowered its standards. There has been 
"pong particularly from alumni in the 

est and South, on the eastérn universities. 
These alumni wonder why the colleges don’t 
grow in number of students in proportion 
with the State universities. To these 
alumni the bigness of a college is the standard 
of success. The eastern colleges have 
yielded gradually—Yale a little, but notso 
much as her sister institution just actoss the 
Charles. ,I think Harvard made her niistake 
in her last serious step.” 

Dr. Stearns said in conclusion that his 
idea was not to develop an “aristocracy of 
brains” which would Tite the rest of the 
population to its own level, but of a group of 
educatedmen who, in the arts, public life 
and their everyday contacts, would spread 
cultural influences among those who had not 
had equal advantages. He thought that 
graduates of universities do not now con- 
tribute enough to the life of the community. 

Dr. Henry-K. Sherrill, rector of Trinity 
church and vice president of the club, pre- 
sided.

Carillon to Be Heard Next Month

Doubtless the outstanding fact of interest 
in the music situation on the hill is the arrival 
of the new carillon of thirty bells for the 
Memorial Tower. The work of installation 
is being rapidly pushed forward, and the 
bells will probably be heard about the middle 
of November. 

The bells are played from a console con- 
sisting of thirty hand levers and ten foot 
pedals, the larger bells being duplicated in 
the pedals. The four largest of the bells will 
be connected with the clock, and will play 
the Westminster Chime on the quarter hour. 
As the carillon permits.of much more elabo- 
rate playing than the ordinary American 
chime, it is anticipated that there will be 
recitals about twice a week, probably on 
Wednesdays and Sundays, of programs rang- 
ing from classical and sacred music, to 
lighter compositions, operatic airs, ballads, 
popular and college songs. The console from 
which the bells are played is placed immedi- 
ately beneath the bell chamber. 

The bells are from the foundry of Taylor 
and Company of Loughborough, England. 
Concerning Mr. Denison Taylor, the head of 
the firm, M. Anton Brees, of Antwerp, 
Belgium, one of the world’s greatest caril- 
loneurs, recently wrote: ‘My most sincere 
congratulations to. Mr. Denison Taylor for 
his remar‘able bells. I owe my success to 
this bell-founder — he is a real, great artist. 
Loughborough may be proud of its carillon, 
but it must also be proud of Mr. E. Denison 
Taylor’’ — the reference being to the very 
large new carillon — one of the largest, if not 
the largest in the world, — recently installed 
by the Taylors as a war memorial in their 
native city of Loughborough. Let us hope 
that the playing of these bells on Andover 
Hill will not give rise to comments similar to 
the one of Robert Louis ‘Stevenson, who 
speaks of Edinburgh on a Sunday morning 
as a place “where all manner of loud bells 
join, or rather disjoin, in one swelling, brutal 
babblement of noise.”’

Indian Summer Not Season But Type of 
Mild Weather

The popular belief that “Indian summer’ 
is a-period occurring more or less regularly 
every autumn is not based on accurate 
meteorological observations, says the Weath- 


er Bureau of the United States Department | FP. 1 h 
| this decrease closely follows the introduction | 


of. Agriculture. ‘Indian summer” is the 
hame commonly applied in this country to-a 
period of mild fall weather following a spell 
of unseasonably cold weather known as 
“squaw winter.” 

As a matter of fact, Indian summer is not 
a.definitely fixed season in the calendar, but 
varies in date and duration. In many years 
it is intermittent; that is, there may be 
several Indian summers in one autumn. 
Indian summer is not, strictly speaking, a 
season at all, but merely a type of mild, 
calm, hazy weather likely to prevail at any 
time in the autumn or early-winter. Thoreau 
in notes on weather conditions at Concord, 
Mass., from 1851 to 1860, records the oc- 
currence of Indian summer weather on dates 
ranging from September 27 to December 13, 

In Europe, as well as in America, it is 
popularly believed that a renewal of mild 
weather occurs every autumn, and the dates 
of its supposed occurrence are more definitely 
fixed than is the case in this country, as the 


period is associated with the names of va- | 


rious saints who have fixed dates in the 
ecclesiastical calendar. The mild period 
is accordingly known in different parts of 
Europe as “St. Martin's summer,” “St. 
Luke's summer,” or“ St: Michael's summer,” 
and tradition fosters the idea that it is always 
mild and warm about the time of these 
various saints’ days.
